REPORT OF THE COMET MEDAL COMMITTEE

January 25, 1921 
Only two comets were discovered during the year 1920. 

1. The Tempel periodic comet was first observed on its return by M. Kudara at Kyoto, Japan, 
on May 25th. An error of 2 hours in the right ascension as cabled from Japan led to some con- 
fusion, and the announcement was later made that comet Tempel (2) had been observed on 
July 18th by N. Schaumasse at Nice. It was found afterwards that both observations related to 
the same object. 

2. An unexpected comet was discovered on December 13th by Mr. J. F. Skjellerup at Rosebank, 
Cape Town, South Africa. 

In accordance with the statutes the Donohoe comet medal has been awarded to Mr. Skjellerup 
for the discovery of this unexpected comet.
